Citrus By-Products Need It as Much as 


Lemons, Declares Grower. 


Urging that the lemon growers 


-iwho are now suffering heavy losses 
*| because of importations from Sicily 
_| should roll up their sleeves and work 


unceagingly for an adequate pro- 
tective tariff instead of planning to 


i grub-out or. bud-over their trees to 


oranges or gtapefruit, George N. 
Hamilton, one of the most prominent 
citrus frult growers in the Clare- 
mont district, declares emphatically 
that he hopes the Ninth Congression- 
al District will be able to find a Con- 
gressman who can save the lemon in- 
dustry from the costly blunders that 
have been made. 

Mr. Hamilten favors a strong pro- 
tective tariff not only on lemons, 
but upon all the citrus by-products 


made by the growers in Southern: 


California. He urges, first of all, a 
tariff that will prevent the Italians 
from doing what they did in 1913, 
when the southland lemon crop was 
damaged by cold weather. At that 
time the same quality of Sicilian and 
Italian lemon which was sold in 1912 
for $2.88 a packed box, was whole- 
saled in New York at $4.38 per box. 

He points out that a similar calam- 
ity may overtake the country if 
lemon growing becomes so hazardous 
that the ranche bud their trees 
over to other citrus fruits. He says 
he understands that Italian import- 
ers are ready to contract for. de- 
livery of lemons in eastern markets 
this year at $2 per box, which is 
less than the cost of prodvction here.

tection for citrus fruit products, Mr. 
Hamilton says: “While Italy is ship- 
ping us 3800 carloads of lemons each 
year she is also supplyiug this coun- 
try with all the citric acid taken 
from 10,000 carloads of Italian lem- 
ons. Large districts in Italy con- 
vert. their entire lemon crop into 
lemon products. The Italians dom- 
inate the world traffic in these pro- 
ducts. The Italian government, 
‘through a state bureau, fixes the 
price and insures immediate returns 
to the makers of lemon products by 
a system of credits based upon ware- 
house receipts. Its price on citrate 
of lime now is sixteen cents a pound 
in United States money, which 
amounts twenty-four cents a 
pound for citric acid content. 
“Twenty-four cents a pound in our 
money will buy about $1.25 in their 
money. As a ton of lemons makes 
forty. pounds of citric acid, the acid 
from a ton of lemons brings Italy 
$50. On the same basis the oil from 
a ton of lemons brings Italy $10.80; 
total, $60.80 for a ton of lemons. It 
takes $1.93 of it to pey for a day's 
work by unskilled bor. Of our 
money it takes 37% cents to pay for 
such a day's work over there. This 
illustrates the advantage that the ex- 
change rate and low wages give the 
Italian lemon grower. 


RETURNS LOW HERE. 
exchange by-products’ com- 
y at Corona is well managed, and 
turns out good goods, but is now get- 
ting 47 cents a pound for citrus acid, 


about $23 for the oil and acid 
from a ton of lemons, and at present 
prices hopes to pay our association 
$6 or $6 a ton for the fruit delivered. 
This is a quarter of a cent a pound, 
not half of the cost of picking and 
hauling the fruit. 


“Citric acid is used largely for 
drugs and drinks at the soda foun- 
tains. It is a very suitable article for 
an extremely high tariff when a high 
tariff for revenue is necessary, as now. 
A tariff should be imposed high 
enough to give the lemon growers of 
the United States as much of the 
lemon products market of the United 
States as they need to consume their 
crop at prices that will return to the 
grower 21-4 cents per pound for 
the fruit on the tree, this amount 

ng necessary t» give the grower 
his cost of growing, including 7 per 
cent on his investment as the grow- 
er’s profit. I figure that it will re- 
quire a tariff of $1 a pound on citric 
acid, a proportionate one of 60 cents 
a pound on citrate of lime, and $2 a 
pound on oil of lemon to give Cali- 
fornia lemon growers the price and 
market they require.”

Obviously a prison is not equipped 
for properly caring for the insane 
and their presence is a constant 
menace to themselves and to other 
inmates of the institution. It is 
equally true that the hospitals to

}sanity are, the places for crimi- 
nals of any Character. Their pres- 
lence in t hospitals entails a/ 
jlarge bur which the Institutions 
are not prepared to meet. Such

ing the war.? How are we progress- 
ing toward realization of Senator 
Harding's demand for the greatest 
merchant marine in the world? 

The American Chamber of Com- 
merce in London, in an analysis of 
the shipbuilding returns for the last 
ouarter, says that a larger volume 
of merchant shipping is under con- 
struction in Great Britain 
any previous period in history: 
tonnage is more than twice as inaee 
us before the wear. 

The’ figures relating to American 
thipbuilding show a substantial de- 
crease. There is at present under 
construction In the United States, 
1,750,000 tons, as against 3,500,000 
tons a year ago. In the March 
quarter, of last year more than 
4,500.0 tons were @ctually under 
construction; in. thé quarter between 
‘July and September this had beer. 


had under construction 961 vesselg, 
of nearly 4,000,000 tons. The ton- 
nage in hand in Great Britain in- 
creased 150,000 tons, while that 
yilding abroad decreased by 209,000 
tons. This reduction is attributed 
elmost entirely to the falling off in 
the Seenens yards of the Unit- 


GOES ON BUILDING SHIPS. 

Launchings in Great Britain dur- 
ing the nine months of last year to- 
taled 440 vessels, of 1,460,304 gross 
tons; this was made up of 415 steam 
and twenty-four sailing vessels. In 
September, twenty-eight vessels, of 
50,000 tons, were launched in Scot- 
tish yards alone; of these twenty- 
three tensela were from the ship- 
vards on the Clyde. 

For some time, great activity has 
in Great Britain in the 
construction of ofl tankers, this con- 
struction being in line with the ever- 
increasing interest of the empire in 
developing its oil supplies throughout 
the world. A number of tankers 
for use in connection with the new 
Anglo-French oil cembination are at 
eageont being constructed in British 
yards. At present there are twenty- 
five tankers, totaling 182,000 to 
under construction, and 
under contract. 

But, in spite of the shipbuilding 


twenty- 


boom, danger signals are seen ahead 


in a tendency that is developing 
into alarming proportions for Brit- 
ish concerns to turn to the yards on 
the continent for much of the work 
that’s to be done. For building it- 
self, the British yards are maintain- 
ing their @ prestige, but for 
répair there are enor- 
mous contracts for repairs—the 
owners are letting the contracts al- 
most exclusively to Dutch, Belgian 
and German shipyards. 

It is not only the higher cost of 
repairs that is miliitating against the 
British yards, but the length of 
time it takes to Rave the repairs 

| made. The Dutch, Belgian and Ger- 


man yards usually require only! Fe 


about half the time that it takes for 
the British. 


FEAR OF AMERICA LESSENED. 


In spite of this, shipbuilding rec- 
ords continue to be made, and Brit- 
ish fear of American rivalry has 
been considerably lessened. Almost 
all the work now being done, how- 
ever, concerns itself with cargo ves- 
ele. The building of big passenger 
liners has siackened tremendous- 
ly, due partly to their high cost, but 
mainly to the fact that shipping 
companies wishing to increase their 
fieeta are finding it cheaper to buy 
tonnage ready for service. The fact 
that 200 ex-enemy vessels, both 
passenger and cargo, have recently 
been put up for sele by the govern- 
ment, and that they are fetching ex- 
tremely low prices, is likely to ac- 
centuate the situation. 

British shipyard men are now be- 
coming convinced, however, that the 
shipbullding boom. is over. t last- 
ed longer than the American boom, 
but ‘Idbor difficulties are proving too 
much for its continuance. 

difficulties are largely due 
to an effort to reduce wages. This 
effort has already led to a big strike 
of the joiners in the shipyards. 
strike started when notice was giv- 
en that the bonus of 12 shillings a 
week granted in the spring, when 
there was competition in the build- 
ing trade to obtain joiners, would be 
discontinued. If the strike iasts 
long the shipbuilding industry will 
be seriously affected. Employers 
state that orders have can- 
celed representing more than $75,- 
000.000 in wages.

T would you think of a manufac- 
turer who spent eleven months in |

for any price the buyer wanted to offer? 

Or, what would you think of the mer- 
chant who sold his goods for about any 
price the buyer wanted to give, and did 
not know whether he was making money 
or losing it, until the end ‘of the year came 
and he checked up his bank account to see 
if he had more money on hand than twelve 
months before? Many farmers place them- 
selves in just such positions. 

This income tax business has proba 
caused the farmer to scratch his head more 
than has any other one thing, and this has 
been the means of showing him whether his 
diversified crops are paying as much as he 
has expected. Some crops are like the star 
boarder in the dairy herd; they cause a 
lot of work and cost money, but do not pay 
their way, and the income tax is making 
a lot of farmers aware of the fact.

(6.). Proportionate share of auto and 
telephone expense. If your auto is used 
50 per cent in farm business, then figure 
50 per cent of depreciation of cost, 50 per 
cent of insurance and 50 per cent of re 
pairs; operation, etc.

URGES CONSERVATION 
OF FUEL RESOURCES, 


Important economic questions affecting a 
wide range of industry were taken into con- 
sideration by Whittier when that com- 
munity voted bonds to the amount of 
$362,000 for the construction of its modern 
water system, work on which is now being 
completed. Two separate projects, one 
calling for the setting’ up of a steam gener- 
ating plant to create electricity for pump 
ing wells and thé other for electrically 
driven centrifugal pumps, were considered. 
The estimates were in favor of the electric 
plant as far as first cost was concerned and 
much the same for the two in so far as an- 
nual charges for operating expenses went. 
It is interesting to note, however, that the 
reasons for the decision in favor of the 
electric system went deeper than mere 
costs. To quote from the engineer's report: 

“As the total charges on these two plants 
are so nearly the same, weight should be 
given to the broad economic questions fn- 
volved, One reason for using hydroelectric 
energy. fer thig plant is that there are a 
great number of industries and nfuch ma- 
chinery that are entirely dependent upon 
fuel oil and its products. - With the rapid 
depletion of the fuel oi] sources of this 
country, it is our belief that whenever there 
are other sources of power available that 
can be used without undue loss in economy, 
fuel of] should be used for the uses entirely 
dependent upon it.”

But 
the foundations should. be sufficiently heavy 
to hold against belt strain, vibration, 
weight of pipes, etc. In bolting the pump 
to the foundation, care must be taken not 
to spring the frame or base, and thus cramp 
the shaft bearings out of line, causing undue 
friction, heating, loss of power and other | 
damage. 

Place the pump as near the water supply 
as possible, not exceeding twenty feet from 
the supply for the larger pumps, and for the 
smaller, fifteen feet. Where the suction 
pipe is long, the pump should be placed nox 
more than ten feet above the lowest point 
to which the water recedes when pumping. 

The packing box should be packed full of 
well-greased soft pac!ing. Do not screw 
the packing gland too tight. See that the 
bearings are clean and the cups and reser- 
voirs full of good engine oll. See that. the 
shaft is level and turms freely before start- 
ing the pump. The rim of the runner should 
work in the direction of the discharge. 


DEEPER WELLS NEEDED 
IN MANY DISTRICTS. 


Despite recent rains there is still a large 
deficiency of moisture in many Southwest- 
ern districts, caused by untimely or defi- 
cient rainfall in the past-four years. This 
moisture deficiency has made itself known 
chiefly in the orchard dist-icts, where the 
trees, reaching deep for moisture, find an 
insufficient supply and show signs of suf- 
fering. 

In Los Angeles, Orange and Riverside 
counties many orchardists as well as gen- 
eral crop farmers are deepening their wells, 
or installing more powerful pumps. _ This 
remedy for the moisture deficiency has 
proved a solution of the water troubles for 
the rancher installing the new machinery.

This is usually 
made of paper. Take a sheet of heavy, 
paper, about 1-32 of an inch thick, lay over 
bottom of crank case and with a hammer, 
mark the outlines of case on the paper. 
Next, with the ball side of hammer, mark 
each bolt hole, being careful not to hit too 
hard, so as not to damage edges of crank 


‘jease. With a sharp knife cut out the gas 


ket as outlined. With regular gasket 


jehellac paint the edges of crank case and 


bottom where bolts go through. Put paper 
gasket in place on bottom part of crank 
case and replace it, being careful to get 
pump plunger in line with camshaft. 
Tighten all bolts down evenly so as to have 
an oll-tight joint. Fill crank case to proper 
level with good oil, using grade advised by 
maker of tractor. 

The next operation ts cleaning out car- 
bon and grinding valves, if needed. Drain 
the radiator and test tne motor for compres- 
sion. Crank slowly and as each piston 
comes up, one can tell the compression in 
each cylinder. Listen close to the motor 
while cranking. Wf there are any leaks there 
will be a slight hiss as the leaking piston 
moves up. if com ' geems good 
there is no need to grind the valves, but the 
carbon should be removed. 

To remove carbon disconnect the wires 
from spark plugs and remove the plugs. 
Next take off the bolts or nuts from cylin- 
der head, which is usually cast in one piece. 
Loosen stay rod on radiator and disconnect 
radiator hose from cylinder. With a heavy 
screwdriver wedge cylinder head loose, 
care being taken not to damage the copper 
gasket. When loose all around lift the 
bead off. Turn engine over till two pistons 
are up to the top. Roll a piece of paper up 

a ball and stuff into cylinders where 
pistons are down to keep chunks of carbon 
out of cylinders as it will scratch the walls. 
Scrape all carbon off tops of pistons, cylin- 
der heads, valves and edges of copper gas- 
ket, with screwdriver or knife, being careful 
to keep carbon out of bolt holes, water 
spaces of cylinder block and from under 
valves. 

After. all carbon has been removed, 
shellac cylinder head and biloek, replace 
copper gasket and cylinder head, connect 
radiator hobe, using shellac before tighten- 
ing hose clamp to get water-tight joint. 
Replace the bolts or mits on cylinder head, 
screwing down evenly, then lock them all 
down tight with a wrench, beginning in Ccen- 
ter of head first. Tighten radiator stay 
rod, clean and replace spark plugs, connect 
wires in proper firing order, refill radiator 
and the motor is ready to go.
